MOSQUE 

FURORE 


PLANS to build a mosque in 
Harlow have sparked fears of 
parking chaos amid claims that 
nearby neighbours have not been 
properly consulted. 

Kingsmoor House, in Paringdon Road, 
has been used as an Islamic centre for 
the past two years but a plan to extend it 
and create a central worshipping site has 
been met with a barrage of disapproval. 

The owners, however, believe there will be 
little notable difference and claim the devel¬ 
opment will improve an eyesore. 

If approved, the Harlow Islamic 
Community Centre - complete with dome 
and intricate arabesque brickwork - will

include a new 145 sq m prayer room on the 
first floor as well as renovations to the former 
sports hall, wash room facilities, a kitchen 
and a one-bedroom apartment. 

The plan suggests the centre would be used 
for fundraising fairs, Muslim festivals, funer¬ 
als and a mother and toddler group. 

It would be the only fully adequate mosque 
in the region for Friday prayers, with a peak 
attendance of 600 worshippers; no mention is 
made in the plan, however, for parking provi¬ 
sion.

Parking worries 
surround plans 
for new mosque

“The way it is now is not a problem 
at all, apart from the parking,” said 
Paul Consalvey (61), of 
Morningtons, “but the catchment 
area for the proposed larger mosque 
is huge and the parking is going to 
become even worse. It appears that 
very few have been consulted and 
there is only a small sign on a 
lamppost - that’s not good enough!” 
He complained that when he called 
the council to object he was told he 
was being racist. 

“That couldn’t be further from the 
truth and it was infuriating for them 
to play the racist card.” 

Neighbour Patricia Kent said: “I 
only found out because of a letter 
from Milwards Primary School. It’s 
the parking; the visitors there seem 
to park anywhere now, on grass 
verges, blocking entrances - it’s 
going to be a nightmare.” 

Architect and centre committee 
member Shakir Ahmed said 
residents will not see much 
difference regarding parking. 

“The building is really dilapidated 
now and needs the work doing - it’s 
really a renovation,” he said. “The 
centre will be used mainly by local 
people and areas of it are intended 
to keep young people off the streets 
and off drugs.” 

A Harlow Council spokesman said 
on Monday all consultation 
requirements had been met, with 23 
letters sent on April 17 to addresses 
within 100m of the site. Plans can 
also be viewed at the Civic Centre. 
Essex County Council is assessing 
the traffic and parking impact. 

% A MEETING to discuss the plan 
has been organised by residents for 
tomorrow (Friday) at 7pm, in 
Milwards School, Paringdon Road. 


Partnership is poised 
to buy Harlow North 


A PARTNERSHIP of two prop¬ 
erty firms is to buy 2,400 acres 
of countryside north of Harlow 
in anticipation of the Govern¬ 
ment giving the go-ahead for 
massive housing development. 

Land Securities, a real estate 
investment trust with assets 
worth more than £14bn, and 
Places For People, one of the 
UK’s largest property manage¬ 
ment and development groups, 
are to buy the 2,400 acres of 
land for an undisclosed sum. 

Most of the land is being pur¬ 
chased from Ropemaker 
Properties, an arm of the British 
Petroleum pension fund which 
had previously been planning to 
develop the area itself. 

The deal is said to be condi¬ 
tional on Harlow North being 
included in the Government’s 
East of England Plan, expected 


to be published later this year. 

Nigel Clark, secretary of 
campaign group Stop Harlow 
North, said: “Ropemaker have 
been trying to develop this land 
for the past 15 years. Three 
times we’ve fought them and 
three times we’ve won. 

“It’s cost them a fortune to 
get this far and they’ve made no 
progress. Now they’re cutting 
their losses and bailing out.” 

But Ropemaker spokesman 
Brian Tisdall said discussions 
have been ongoing for some 
time, adding: “Ropemaker is 
confident the experience of 
Land Securities and Places For 
People in developing and man¬ 
aging residentially led, mixed 
use, sustainable communities 
makes them both very appropri¬ 
ate for delivering the Harlow 
North project.”

Tuesday, becoming the The victim has yet to be 
town’s sixth rail fatality identified but is believed to 

have been a local man in his 
50s. Police are not treating 
the death as suspicious. 

The incident occurred just 
before 9pm and witnesses said 
the man appeared to throw him¬ 
self in front of the 8.25pm serv¬ 
ice from London Liverpool 
Street to Stansted Airport. 

The train was not scheduled to 
stop at Harlow Town and was 
travelling at around 80mph when 
it struck the man, killing him 
instantly. 

British Transport Police and 
Essex Ambulance crews were 
called to the scene at 8.57pm 
and the man’s body was taken 
directly to the mortuary at 


Princess Alexandra Hospital, 
where a coroner's report is being 
compiled. 

The line was closed in both 
directions for 90 minutes as 
police investigated but a normal 
service was resumed shortly 
after 10.30pm. 

A transport police spokesman 
said: “Witnesses reported the 
train was passing through the 
Cambridge-bound platform, 
travelling at approximately 
80mph, when a man appeared to 
throw himself in front of it.” 

The death is the sixth rail 
fatality in the town since 
February, and comes just two 
weeks after Harlow mother 
Katie Gumble and her boyfriend 
Dean Pickard were killed at 
Harlow Mill Station. 

This latest incident means one 
in every 6.9 fatalities on 
Britain’s railways in the past two 
months has occurred in Harlow, 
based on 2007’s statistics.

Maison after mum Natasha 
James’ waters broke while she 
was in the bathroom. 

Miss James (19), of Brenthall 
Towers, Harlow, said: “I looked 
down and saw the baby and 
started calling for my boyfriend. 
“I was completely terrified but 
he did everything perfectly, the 
paramedics said, and I'm really 


proud of him. The baby had the 
umbilical cord around the neck 
at one point and Michael told 
me to stop pushing for a little 
while as he sorted it out!” 

The couple were allowed to stay 
at home after an ambulance 
arrived four minutes after the 
birth and the 18-minute labour 
last Monday. 

Proud uncle Mark James added: 
“He did so well, and was even 
allowed to cut the cord when he 
got the thumbs-up from the 
paramedics.”

YOUNG air cadets from 
Harlow are appealing for 
help from businesses after 
being brought firmly down 
to earth by their broken 
down minibus. 

Members of 2317 (Harlow) 
Squadron Air Training Corps are 
hoping a company from the town 
can help them continue their 
reign as one of Essex’s top ATC 
units by assisting efforts to 
replace the old vehicle. 

The squadron, based at Bush Fair 
with 41 teenagers in its ranks, relies 
heavily on being able to transport 
cadets to events and competitions 
across Essex and beyond. 

Now the bus has reached the end of 
its serviceable life, parents and staff 
are having to use their own cars to get 
the youngsters around. 

The past year has seen the squadron 
achieve many successes, with the top 
cadet in the ATC’s Essex Wing and 
the county sports cadet of the year 
both hailing from its ranks.

STROKE awareness was at the 
heart of the matter when nurses 
from Princess Alexandra Hospital 
carried out blood pressure testing 
in Harlow’s Harvey Centre. 

In all, 412 shoppers stopped off 
for a quick health check by 
medics Pauline Burton and Gerry 
Wood during the event organised 
by Harlow Tye Rotary Club on 
Saturday. 

About five per cent of those tested 
were told to see their doctor 
straight away, while around 20 per 
cent were advised to have a re¬ 
check.

Bogus callers 
sent packing 


POLICE have praised the 
quick-thinking actions of 
Harlow residents and urged 
constant vigilance after a 
wave of bogus callers were 
thwarted preying on vulner¬ 
able households. 

One conman - who was 
described as 6ft tall, of stocky 
build and with greying hair - 
claimed to work for Scottish 
Power, even using a fake ID and 
wearing a branded coat in an 
attempt to trick his way through 
the door. 

But he was reported to police by a 
woman living in Aylets Field, who 
said the man had asked to be let into 
her home to “fix a gas leak” last 
Wednesday. 

When she refused he became

aggressive and banged on her win¬ 
dow, demanding she open the door. 

The woman, who did not wish to 
be named for fear of reprisals, said: 
“It was terrifying; he wouldn’t seem 
to take no for an answer. When I 
asked him for some identification, 
he slapped an ID card on the window 
and became quite aggressive.” 

When she later called Scottish 
Power, she was shocked to discover 
the firm did not employ any repre¬ 
sentatives in Essex - nor in the entire 
south-east of England. 

“I just shudder to think what 
would have happened if I’d let him in 
- God knows what was in that bag he 
was holding,” she added. 

Earlier the same day, two men 


wearing suits and claiming to work 
for Harlow Council called at the East 
Park home of an elderly woman. 

They claimed there had been a 
water leak in a neighbour’s house 
and asked for access to her property 
to switch off the supply, but the 91- 
year-old refused and reported them 
to the police. 

And last Monday evening, a man 
claiming he was a doctor tried to get 
into a house in Collins Meadow but 
the elderly couple living there 
refused him entry after checking his 
false details with the local surgery. 

Harlow neighbourhood policing 
team Inspector Bob Adams said: 
“We are pleased that people are 
keeping out potential bogus callers 
from their homes but we urge resi¬ 
dents to remain vigilant and, more 
importantly, report to us any further 
incidents or suspicious activities.” 


Baby Tru comes home to Harlow 


A MOTHER separated 
from her newborn baby by 
40 miles because of a lack 
of treatment facilities in 
Harlow has succeeded in 
having her daughter 
brought back to the town. 

Cara Dedman’s three- 
week-old daughter Tru has 
finally been transferred to 
Princess Alexandra Hosp¬ 
ital - just days after the 
Star first inquired into 
their plight. 

Our report told of how 
the mother and baby were 
separated after Tru was 
born nine weeks prema¬ 


turely on April 9 because 
the specialist facilities 
needed to care for her were 
only available at Luton 
Hospital, in Bedfordshire. 

Without a car, this 
meant Ms Dedman was 
only able to visit her 
daughter infrequently, 
when friends could give 
her a lift. 

But last Wednesday, 
NHS bosses found an 
available bed at PAH and 
transferred Tru, who is 
now said to be doing well 
and likely to be discharged 
very soon.

“I’m very pleased this 
has finally been sorted out 
and I’m grateful to those 
people who helped draw 


attention to the issue,” said 
Ms Dedman. “It’s not right 
for a baby to be separated 
from its mother at such an 
early age.” 

Her local councillor Lee 
Dangerfield (Conserva¬ 
tive), who intervened on 
her behalf, said: “It’s a pos¬ 
itive result but rather too 
late. It shouldn’t take the 
intervention of the Press 
and a local councillor for 
local treatment to be made 
available and I do wonder 
how many other mothers 
are put in the same situa¬ 
tion.”

Chase, and Billy Highton 
(20), from Hatfield, were 
caught in an undercover 
police sting with officers pos¬ 
ing as customers. 

The reels, worth about 
£20,000 at retail prices, 
formed half of a consignment 
from China stolen from a 
container at Ipswich, St 
Albans Crown Court heard 
on Friday. 


After the men were arrest¬ 
ed, small amounts of counter¬ 
feit Armani and Lacoste 
clothing were found at their 
addresses. Police had been 
alerted after the reels had 
been offered for sale. 

Gardener and Highton 
appeared for sentence, having 
admitted handling and pos¬ 
sessing counterfeit clothing. 

Mitigating for Gardener, 
Richard Potts said he was a 
market trader who was very 
well thought of and would be 
hard hit by a forthcoming 
confiscation hearing in July. 

Barry Myers, for Highton, 


said he was only involved in 
the sale of three reels. He 
added he did voluntary work, 
helping youth football teams. 

Judge John Plumstead 
called the pair’s actions 
“dodgy dealing” and told 
Gardener: “You are old 
enough to know better. Those 
involved in markets are well 
aware of counterfeit clothing 
and dealing in stolen goods.” 

He passed an eight-month 
jail sentence, suspended for 
two years, and ordered him to 
complete 100 hours commu¬ 
nity work. Highton got a two- 
year conditional discharge.

Y OUNGER readers 
may be puzzled as to 
why Harlow 
nightclub Liquid is 
accessed down a pathway 
called Birdcage Walk. 

The answer is because, back in 
the swinging sixties, the venue 
was known as The Birdcage. 

It actually started life as Stone 
Cross Hall but the council, which 
owned and operated the place, 
changed the name not long after it 
opened. 

Quite what the authorities of the 
day would have made of the 
behaviour and activities to be found 
in present day clubs is anybody’s 
guess, but back in 1971 The 
Birdcage found itself at the centre 
of a controversy which played a big 
part in ending the council’s 
involvement in the entertainment of 
the town’s teenagers. 

The tale is told in a front page story 
from Harlow’s local newspaper of 
the time, headlined ‘Clean up show 
or get out ’ order and reproduced 
here. 

“What do you think of sex before 
marriage? ” - “Have you got your 
panties on? ” - “Doesn’t your

boy friend like looking at your legs 
in private? No? He must be queer 
then ”. These were among the 
questions and comments aimed at 
seven young girls taking part in the 
first heat of a beauty contest staged 
at The Birdcage on Tuesday. 

The Miss Essex Under-18 Lovely 
Legs Competition first heat was a 
feature at the New Generation Club 
Reggae Disco Show. Competitors 
were aged between 11 and 17 and 
clearly found some of the questions 
embarrassing. 

The show is a co-promotion by The 
Birdcage and Mr J. Davis. Tuesday 
night’s heat, judged by “Bunny 
Rosemaiy ” - Patricia Lamb - and 
birdcage manager Mr Nevil Haigh, 
was the first of three eliminating 
rounds leading to the final on 20 
July. 

After reports of the way the contest 
was conducted reached Cllr. R.

The girls selected to go forward to 
the finals were two 15-year-olds, 
Janice Nunn, of Ram Gorse, and 
Carol Gardner, of Hornbeams. 
Janice received £1 and Carol 50p. 
An interesting footnote to this 
rather alarming yet very much ‘of 
its time’ report is that the paper also 
saw fit to print the house numbers 
of the two young winners! 

Questions were already being asked 
about The Birdcage when this 
happened, with calls for the council 
to close the club and spend the 
money on free concerts instead. 

But while the incident didn’t single- 
handedly bring down the venue, the 
storm certainly didn’t win it many 
friends. Within three weeks, the 
council had put the lease up for sale 
and the era of The Birdcage as a 
publicly owned entertainments 
venue was all but over. 

It later went through a string of 
guises: Tiffany’s, Whispers, 
Highwire, Heights 2000, 
Millennium and now Liquid. If you 
have your own memories of the 
place, please write to us.

TV broadcaster: 
'Barrymore had 
no part in death' 

A TV documentary on the fall from 
grace of entertainer Michael 
Barrymore has left more questions 
than answers regarding Stuart 
Lubbock’s death. 

But one conclusion of Tuesday’s 
Channel 4 programme Michael 
Barrymore: What Really Happened, 
was that at the time of Harlow father- 
of-two Stuart’s death, Mr Barrymore 
was in a sharp downward spiral into 
heavy drug and alcohol use. 

Presenter Jacques Peretti focused on 
the night in March 2001 which ended 
with Stuart being pulled unconscious 
from the pool at Mr Barrymore’s 
Roy don home. 

Kevin Lubbock said his brother took 
up to four ecstasy tablets on a Friday 
night but was at a loss to explain how 
cocaine had been found in his blood 
because his brother had never shown 
any interest in it. 

Terry Lubbock’s claims that his son 
was forced drugs and sexually 
assaulted before being thrown in the 
pool to make it look like an accident 
were also included. 

Mr Peretti said police were now 100 
per cent certain the injuries had 
occured before Stuart reached 
Princess Alexandra Hospital, despite 
claims from Mr Barrymore they 
could have been inflicted in the 
mortuary. 

Speaking yesterday (Wednesday), Mr 
Lubbock said: “We know Stuart was 
killed and we are now looking for his 
killer; I want the results of the 
second investigation published as the 
first one was a cock-up and a 
whitewash.” 

Mr Peretti concluded by saying he 
believed Mr Barrymore was not 
involved in the death.

As soon as Littlewoods bosses 
learnt of the scam they closed the 
suspect accounts. 

A police spokeswoman said 
although accounts had been 
opened in the residents’ names, no 
money had been taken from them.

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Man is cleared 
of nightclub 
squirt assault 

A MAN suffered a burning 
sensation to his eyes after he 
was sprayed in the face during 
an incident at a Harlow 
nightclub, a jury heard. 

But at the end of the two-day 
trial, the man alleged to have 
squirted the substance was 
cleared of the attack after 
telling the court it was a case of 
mistaken identity. 

Neil Smith (22), of Great 
Cambridge Road, Enfield, 
denied and was acquitted of 
causing actual bodily harm to 
Lincoln Walker at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Friday. 

The court heard the incident 
happened at Liquid, in The 
Rows, on February 23, 2007 
when Mr Walker was going to 
the bar to get a drink. 

Mark Lakin, prosecuting, said 
somebody barged into him and 
when he confronted the man he 
was squirted in the face. 

Mr Walker told the jury that his 
eyes started burning and that he 
could not see. 

“My nose and face were also 
burning and I went to the sink 
to wash my eyes out. The 
burning sensation lasted for 
about two hours,” he said. 

The prosecution alleged the 
assault was carried out by 
Smith, who was later picked out 
of a police ID parade by Walker 
and one of his friends. 

But Smith told the jury that 
although he was in the club, he 
was not the man responsible for 
the attack. 


OAP sees red at 
heating blunder

A WHEELCHAIR-bound pen¬ 
sioner has accused workmen of 
flooding her home following a cat¬ 
alogue of errors. 

Although problems at Beatrice Elly’s 
bungalow in Hull Grove, Harlow, are in 
the process of being fixed, the 66-year- 
old is fuming after she said furniture and 
flooring suffered permanent water dam¬ 
age when a faulty radiator valve fitted 
by contractor Cosytop caused her living 
room and kitchen to flood. 

She also claims the same fitters drilled 
right through a kitchen wall into her bath¬ 
room, breaking tiles and leaving her to clean 
up the mess, and that a persistent leak from 
newly fitted water pipes in her loft has made 
her new boiler unsafe to use and left her 
without heating and hot water. 

The work was carried out as part of the 
Government-funded Warm Front initiative. 

“This has been an absolute nightmare 
from the moment my replacement boiler was 
fitted at the end of February,” said Mrs Elly. 

“I have had to call out workmen every 
week since because of new and recurring 
problems, but everyone I speak to tells me a 
different thing - the contractors told me that 
my boiler could explode if I use it because of 
the water leaking into it, but then a man from 
(boiler manufacturer) Ideal said it’s fine to 
turn the heating on. 


“All I want is for Warm Front to sort this 
out once and for all - it should ultimately be 
their responsibility as they were the ones 
who contracted the work out.” 

A Warm Front spokesman said there had 
been some confusion as to the exact nature of 


Ms Elly’s problems but said the company had 
now arranged for Cosytop to visit her. 

“We take our customer services duties 
very seriously and will do all we can to sort 
out the problems with Ms Elly’s boiler as 
soon as possible,” he added. 


Thieves target 
Ford Transits 
for converters 

POLICE are warning tradesmen 
in Harlow to be alert following a 
spate of overnight thefts from 
Ford Transit vans. 

Thieves are stealing catalytic 
converters worth up to £500 
from the underside of the 
popular vans, with five incidents 
occurring in the past week.

Council 'good' 
despite crisis 


HARLOW Council has been 
declared ‘good’ in the latest 
Government report on its 
performance, despite anoth¬ 
er heavy raid on its financial 
reserves. 

The assessment, delivered to 
Thursday’s audit and improve¬ 
ment committee, sits in stark

contrast to the situation four 
years ago when the authority was 
slapped with a ‘poor’ rating. 

The Audit Commission reached its 
conclusion based on findings from 
the council’s own assessment and on 
its own independent Comprehensive 


Performance Assessment which gave 
a ‘good’ performance rating in 
November. 

In almost half of all the perform¬ 
ance indicators, the council showed 
improvement. 

The report even gave a score of 
three out of a possible four for the 
council’s financial reporting; this 
despite the council twice dipping 
into its reserves in the last six 
months for more 
than £lm. 

The council, 
however, has 
always insisted last 
year’s £1.8m budg¬ 
et black hole was 
due to crippling 
underfunding from 
central Govern¬ 
ment funding. 

At Thursday’s 
meeting, Simon 
Carter (Conserva¬ 
tive) asked officers 
to note a paragraph 
within the pub¬ 
lished findings 
which stated that 
the council needed 
to keep a tighter 
control of costs and 
value-for-money. 

Audit Comm¬ 
ission district audi¬ 
tor Paul King stat¬ 
ed: “The council is 
making progress in 
that area but as an 
auditor I’m loath to 
say that everything 
that has been done 
will achieve what 
may be required; 
with that caveat, 
and having 

assessed the coun¬ 
cil’s direction of 
travel report, I 
think the council is 
improving.” 

Committee 
chairman Robert 
Thurston (Liberal 
Democrat) added: 
“As it appears to be 
under-funding 
rather than over¬ 
spending, we need 
to be mindful of 
that and, in terms of 
our income, we 
need to be realistic 
so we don’t see any 
perceived over¬ 
spend.”

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Third man in hammer case trial 


A THIRD man will stand trial in connection 
with an alleged hammer attack on a man in 
Harlow, Chelmsford Crown Court heard on 
Monday.

Small business plea 
for councils to help 


CANDIDATES will be battling for 
seats on Harlow Council in the 
local elections today (Thursday) - 
but what will they do to help 
struggling small firms stay afloat? 
The question is being posed by the 
Federation of Small Businesses, which 
wants councils to champion small 
businesses and protect the local economy. 
The organisation is calling for action to 
protect small firms from what it sees as unfair 
planning laws, draconian parking restrictions 
in town centres and rising crime rates, while 
helping to foster independent growth through 
the provision of affordable premises for retail, 
office and commercial use. 

FSB Essex regional chairman Bill Pirie said: 
“Small businesses are the backbone of local 
communities and it is about time local 
councils recognised this in their policies. 

“The local elections offer a perfect 
opportunity for prospective councillors to 
demonstrate they are serious about the future 
of their local communities and we will be 
looking for them to publicly state their 
support for small businesses in this area.” 
Outgoing Labour group leader Tony Durcan 
said that the current administration -which he 
jointly leads - had worked closely with the 
FSB to help small business and would 
continue to do so. 

“One of the main areas we will focus on is the 
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promotion of the Small Business Rate Relief 
Scheme as Flarlow currently only has a 20 per 
cent take-up,” he said. 

“The new Incubation Centre on Edinburgh 
Way will also be a great help to small firms 
currently operating in or looking to relocate to 
Harlow, giving start-up firms affordable 
premises and support.” 

The Conservatives’ election manifesto pledges 
to put “successful local businesses at the top 
of the agenda”. 

The party also promises to prioritise 
regeneration projects for shopping hatches, 
encourage local businesses to participate in 
council procurement programmes and make 
parking more business-friendly. 

The Liberal Democrats plan to continue 
working with the FSB to make it easier for 
firms to set up and stay afloat as well as to 
forge better chamber of commerce links. 
Current joint leader Chris Millington said he 
also wants to see the Government cut the red 
tape businesses have to wade through. 

“Where councils could help the Government 
with this is to consult with businesses to ask 
them what they want to see and which 
regulations could be repealed or reduced,” he 
said. “Business rates need to be reduced and 
regulations need to be made more 
transparent.”

“We are currently working with 
various authorities to try and 
trace these people and to stop 
the scam, but members of the 
public receiving these emails 
should be aware of this practice 
and should not provide any 
personal details under any 
circumstances.” 

It is not the first time the 
company has been the subject of 
an internet scam - the brand has 
also been used in several email 
cons originating from overseas 
in recent years. 

Mr Kitson added: “It is clear that 
as the Kia name is becoming 
better known around the world, 
conmen and criminals are trying 
to jump on the bandwagon for 
unlawful purposes.”

WITH the slew of comic book hero movies 
throwing up the good (Batman Begins ), the bad 
(Fantastic Four ) and the career-threateningly 
awful (Catwoman), just what to expect from this 
Marvel adaptation is anyone’s guess. 

But with Jon Favreau directing the 
ever-brilliant Robert Downey Jr in 
the lead and a stellar supporting 
cast plus an exquisitely rendered 
metal suit brimming with more 
gadgets than, well, Inspector 
Gadget himself, this looks set 
to be among 2008 ’s box office 
victors. 

Downey Jr is Tony Stark, a multi¬ 
billionaire playboy arms dealer 
with a penchant for outrageously 
expensive suits (of the Saville Row kind, 
initially), loose women and even looser 
morals. 

But when he travels to Afghanistan to 
demonstrate the devastating potential 
of his firm’s newly developed 
instrument of death - the Jericho 
missile - his convoy is ambushed 
by a shady Taliban-lite group 
after Middle East domination. 

Demanding that the critically

Friends cursed to repeat grim myth 


THE OWL SERVICE 

(Network, 12, retail) 

It’s fine for kidults to enjoy escapist fantasy primarily 
aimed at children, but they could do a lot better than 
to buy into JK Rowling’s over-hyped lumpen prose. 
Long before Harry Potter and his two-dimensional 
chums enrolled at Hogwarts, Alan Garner was 
rewriting the landscape of children’s literature and 
The Owl Service remains one of his finest works, a 
subtle and intelligent blending of myth, class, 
adolescent sexuality and the occult. 

This 1969 Granada TV adaptation of the book was the 
station’s first fully scripted programme to be made in 
colour and feels as fresh as if it had just aired, 
perfectly capturing the story’s air of mystery with a 
combination of exceptional scripting, Peter 
Plummer’s bold direction and strong performances 
from a fine cast. 

Step-siblings Alison (Gillian Hills, who went on to 
appear in A Clockwork Orange and Demons Of The 
Mind ) and Roger (Francis Williams) are holidaying in 
a quiet Welsh valley where they fall in with local boy 
Gwyn (Michael Holden, tragically murdered in 1977), 
the son of their gruff housekeeper Nancy. 

The discovery in the attic of a dusty dinner service 
bearing a curious owl motif is the catalyst for an 
accelerating series of supernatural events, beginning 
with Alison becoming obsessed with tracing the 
patterns and folding the results into a paper owls. 

As tensions rise along with underlying jealousies and 
passions, eccentric handyman Huw Halfbacon tells of 
an ancient Welsh legend concerning Blodeuwedd, a 
woman made of flowers as a wife for Lieu who 
betrayed him by falling in love with Gronw, sparking 
a murderous clash between the two men and being 
transformed into an owl as punishment. 

The three teenagers come to realise the story is tied in 
with the death of the house’s former occupant - and 
that some magical force in the valley is compelling 
them to re-enact the myth. 

This two-disc release features all eight episodes taken 
from original film elements, as well as a gallery and 
an absorbing and insightful interview with Garner.

THE FRIGHTENED WOMAN 

(Shameless Screen Entertainment, 18, retail) 

Kudos to Shameless for doing such a good job in 
restoring and rebuilding Piero Schivazappa’s camp 
1969 treat to the most complete version available, 
earning an endorsing nod from the director himself. 
The Frightened Woman really is one of a kind, a 
strange sado-erotic game of cat and mouse in which 
the clearly unbalanced Dr Sayer (Phillipe Leroy) 
abducts beautiful young press officer Maria (Dagmar 
Lassander) and confines her in his pop art mansion, 
complete with a groovy torture dungeon in which he 
forces her to participate in all manner of kinky 
roleplaying games (and not of the Dungeons And 
Dragons variety). 

The bad doc’s got a serious problem, considering 
he’s one of the most eligible bachelors in town - he 
can’t make love without it ending in murder. Thus 
begins Maria’s ordeal in which she must play 
Scheherazade to his Shahryer to derail his obsession. 
The film is completely and compulsively off its face, 
with Leroy delivering long farcical monologues about 
feminism and sexuality while wandering through 



visually ravishing sets simply dripping with baroque 
kitsch to the lush, hip soundtrack by Selvio Cipriani. 
Remarkably restrained in terms of violence and 
nudity, this battle for sexual supremacy also works as 
a thriller, throwing viewers dramatically off-track 
about halfway in before pulling the rug from under 
them with a final twist.

ENEMY AT THE DOOR: THE COMPLETE 
FIRST SERIES 

(Network, 12, retail) 

The German occupation of Guernsey and the Channel 
Islands was the setting for this solid, well-written 1978 
drama which delved beyond the usual us-and-them 
wartime cliches to consider the more complex 
realities of the situation. 

The opening episode of 13 is a little uneven in tone as 
it finds its feet, but thereafter the series is far more 
assured in the format of playing out a specific story 
against a loose arc of background events. 

The plots cover such issues as censorship, 
fraternisation, collaboration and food shortages 
without descending into dull propaganda, imparting a 
sense of the frustration of the German troops based 
there just as much as it does the islanders’ resentment 
of them. 

Indeed, the only accidental detraction from the quality 
storylines and all-round good performances is the 
Simon Cadell as shifty and naturally unpleasant SS 
officer Reinicke, just a couple of years before he’d 
reach far greater national fame in Hi-De-Hi! as 
bumbling holiday camp director Jeffrey Fairbrother.

THE WIG 

(Tartan Video, 15, retail) 

Asian horror’s cultural obsession with scary hair 


reaches new heights (or is that lengths?) in this 
Korean chiller, which goes beyond ghost-faced 
spectres peering malevolently through their lank 
tresses or hair as a drain-blocking harbinger of doom 
to posit the terror of a haunted hairpiece. 

Terminal leukaemia patient Su-Hyeon comes to stay 
with her sister Ji-Hyeon but things go horribly wrong 
as soon as she’s given a wig to help make her less 
self-conscious about her baldness. 

Whenever she wears it, she looks the picture of 
health and acts far more confidently (albeit more like 
a stranger than her old self). Mounting concern spurs 
Ji-Hyeon to do a spot of detective work, leading her to 
discover that the hair was taken from a corpse and 
can possess anybody who wears it, driving them to 
murder or suicide. 

Director and co-writer Won Sin-Yeon manages to take 
a pretty ridiculous premise and fashion it into a 
atmospheric film of unsettling stillness, cut through 
with a genuine sense of tragedy for Su-Hyeon’s plight 
while serving up a surprising climactic twist. But be 
warned - this is a Korean film, and I’ve yet to see one 
that doesn’t end in morbid despair.

Ford's cool Kuga 



Never mind Ford's 
maxim of feel the 
difference, you can 
see the difference 
in the company's 
first crossover 
vehicle, the Kuga. 
Suzie Bostel takes 
it for a test drive 

I T’S quite unlike any other 
SUV on the road. The Kuga 
is Ford’s illustration that its 
kinetic design styling works 
just as well on a 4x4 as its road 
cars. 

Inspired by the iosis X concept car, the 
result is a contemporary and 
distinctive looking car, with a well- 
defined muscular appearance set off 
by the new face of Ford blazoned 
across its front. 

As a crossover vehicle, it’s not just 
about styling but capability too. Ford 
says it has biased the Kuga for on-road 
driving dynamics while offering off¬ 
road abilities, with the intention of 
creating a vehicle “that will satisfy 
keen drivers”. In truth, it’s not too far 
off the mark. 

Based on Ford’s C-car chassis 
components, the Kuga handles better 
than most 4x4s but some of the Focus 
driving dynamics seem to have got lost 
in the Kuga’s development. 

True, it’s bigger, wider and - being 
taller - has a higher centre of gravity, 
so it was never going to handle like a 
Focus, yet there are some fundamental 
issues that could be better; the 
steering feels slightly numb, it has a 
tendency to understeer and there’s a 
touch too much body roll when 
cornering. 

However, drivers can choose from 
three steering settings, Standard, 
Comfort and Sport, which vary the 
amount of power steering assistance 
by means of weight and resistance.

Steering feel is highly subjective, but 
fortunately drivers can scroll through 
the options until they find their 
preferred style. Nonetheless, Sport 
mode seems the best option, delivering 
direct and precise steering, and 
although the chassis settings don’t 
change, handling improves 
dramatically. 

The Kuga has been equipped with an 
“on-demand” electronically controlled 
all-wheel drive system that, in 
conjunction with ESP, transmits 
torque to the rear wheels when needed 
to ensure the best traction under 
cornering and acceleration. The 
system works well both on-road, 
delivering high levels of traction on 
tarmac, and when soft reading, since 
the Kuga copes well in uncomplicated 
off-road environments. 

The figures look good too, not just in 
terms of its performance, 0-62mph in 
10.7 seconds, but with regards to 
running costs. Its impressive fuel 
consumption figure of 44.1mpg is 
further complemented by a low C02 
emission of 169g/km, placing it in a 
VED tax band well below its rivals. 
Only one engine is available at launch, 
a 2.0-litre TDCi with a six-speed 
manual gearbox, although a 2.5-litre 
turbo petrol will be introduced at the 
end of the year. 

For now, buyers will have to make do 
with the diesel option and the 134bhp 
it offers. Admittedly, it doesn’t sound 
like much, but overall the engine pulls 
confidently thanks to the 2361b/ft of 


torque available at 2,000 rpm. 

It’s a competent and capable cruiser, 
comfortable too, thanks to a 
suspension that soaks up bumps 
adequately, but drivers will still have 
to change down a gear to nail 
overtaking manoeuvres efficiently. 
Trim levels are limited to just two 
options, Zetec and Titanium. However, 
both are so well-equipped that buyers 
won’t feel hard done by and there are 
several optional up-grade packs 
available that include goodies such as 
a panoramic roof. 

The Zetec model, priced from £20,500, 
comes with interior accents of orange 
or blue, a bold move that sounds risky, 
even tacky, but in reality works well 
and gives the cabin a fresh and 
youthful look. 

The Titanium model, at £22,500, 
carries a more conservative feel with 
graphite highlights, but overall the 
cabin feels well-built, solid, has an 
attractive design and uses good quality 
materials with minimal use of cheap 
plastics. 

Though it remains compact in size, 
with a wheelbase of 2,690mm, there is 
plenty of space for occupants. 

Practical features include a 60/40 split 
in the second row seating, fold flat 
seats that create 1,355 litres of luggage 
space, large cubby holes for storage, a 
two-piece tailgate and an optional 230- 
volt socket. 

Safety-wise a total of six airbags have 
been fitted to the cabin, which include 
head and shoulder curtain airbags 
that cover the first and second row of 
seats, as well as an anti-rollover 
system in addition to ESP, ABS, 
traction control and the all-wheel 
drive. 

Insurance ratings have been kept low 
thanks to the use of plastic front 
wings, which in addition to keeping 
the weight of the vehicle down, 
provide greater resistance to dents, 
and should the worst happen, are 
easier, quicker and cheaper to repair. 
While it doesn’t quite live up to the 
hype created by Ford, it’s certainly a 
strong contender and is one of the best 
options in its sector considering its 
overall package. With its eye-catching 
design, low running costs, impressive 
green credentials and handling 
characteristics that could be better, yet 
aren’t that bad, the Kuga seems set to 
create another Ford success story 
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more cars
